The popular misconception regarding
this bird's feet undoubtedly arose from
the fact that the peacock, being by na-

ture a wild bird, is apt to drop its beau-
tiful fan tail to the ground behind him
and scuttle away as rapidly as possible.
The dropping of the tail, of course, hides
the feet, and tho impre-'sio- n is conveyed
to tho ignorant or unthinking that the
bird is trying to hide his foet. St.

Bat the
growing realization of the fact and
perhaps the growing inconveniences of
being dishonest have, aided by a host
of other agencies, brought the world to
a stage where, roughly speaking, only
the fools condescend to be criminal.

Amber is the gum of a cotiifer, but

of what species no ore knows. It 1 1

longed to the iirst period of vegetation
of the earth. 2vo cue knows in what
climato these trees grew, and no fo-s- il

traces of them are left for the geologist.
It is not improbable that thoy produced
amber and were stately trees millions of
years ago. Dr. R. Klebs of Koni zsberg,
the highest authority on this subject in
the world, rays therer.ro 2,000 different
varieties of insects found imprisoned in
amber, and this gives ns a pretty cor-
rect idea of the fauna in the remote ago
in which they lived. They givo us be-

sides evidences of that period cf which
we have no other trace. It is very in-

teresting to compare these insects with
those now existing, as the common fly,
for example. Others, again, are entirely
different, showing extinct species. Dr.
Kleb's theory is that the amber was car-
ried to East Pru.-si-a during the glacial
epoch and imbedded in the blue earth
where it is found. This blue earth is a
very heavy clay, and the strata vary in
thickness from 8 to 27 feet. Dr. Klebs
considers that this imbedding process
occurred in what geologists term the
tertiary period. Philadelphia Bulletin.

Ceo AVater In Carnival Time.
During carnival time in some parts of

South America there is a geueral revolt
against nature in withholding rain tho
greater part of the year. Water is
showered from the balconies and house
tops with wanton extravagance, all
classes joining in the frolic. I was in
Lima during one of these periods of jolli-
fication and found that there was not a
street where one could be secure from
these watery attacks. In all parts of the
town passe rsby were treated to a shower
bath, and toward evening tho sport in-

creased in intensity, every successful
delivery of dipper or bucket being
greeted with fctiouts cf laughter. All
classes met with tho same reception.
Roughly dressed men sauntering along
tho street would on meeting it richly
dressed lady dash a cup of water, which
they held concealed behind their backs,
straight in the lady's face. Th-- ladies
attacked in this way would merely smile
grimly and pass on. I saw hundreds cf
men and women showered in tLia way,
but in no instance were the least ligns
of resentment or auger displayed. St.
